Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argued that "an f-theta lens is not an imaging lens and vice-versa", and that 
the f-theta lens has large optical aberration designed into it. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The f-theta lens is an imaging lens with 
the specific function of flattening the field of curvature at the surface as it is scanned by the light beam The f-theta lens further corrects 
the aberration of the light beam reflected by the polygon mirror such that the light beam is accurately placed on a foca point of the 
scanned surface to form an image. In other words, the f-theta lens is known as a scan-imaging lens to those skilled in the art while the 
term "imaging lens" is a broad term used to define a lens for focusing the light beam to form an image on the surface with or without 
scanninq so as to include the f-theta type lens. . ... 

Applicant further argued that the f-theta lens and the imaging lens can have different structure and function, and that the incident 
liaht beam is parallel in the case of an f-theta lens and is non-parallel in the case of an imaging lens. However, none of these has been 
incorporated into the claims, and the use of the terminology "imaging lens" in claiming the lens for forming an image along with the 
limitations associated to the lens as currently claimed does not distinguish the structure and use of the claimed ens from that of a 
conventional scan-imaging lens. Moreover, the following phrase "a surface to be scanned" [by the laser beams through the imaging lens] 
found in claims 6 and 1 1 , which defines the related function of the imaging lens, further points to a scan-imaging lens. Therefore the 
claimed limitations are still read on the teachings of the applied art as indicated in the previous Office action issued on 11/17/2006. 
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
